The application fails to meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(1) because the subject matter of claim 1 is 
not novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 



Document Dl discloses (the references in parentheses 
are to Dl) a measuring system (200) for measuring the 
time taken by a person to complete one of a plurality 
of selectable different loops (RL-VL, RL f -VL f ), the 
loops (RL-VL, RL'-VL 1 ) having a common starting and 
finishing point (90) and different turning points 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 



citations and explanations supporting such statement 

(80 to 84) , each located in a different direction 
from the starting point (90); wherein, between the 
starting and finishing point (90) and the turning 
points (80 to 84), devices (in 80" to 84") for 
generating measuring pulses while the loops are being 
completed are communicatively connected (via cables 
87, 87' and 89) to a time clock (55) in such a way as 
to be able to switch it on and off . 



The features of claim 1 are also known from document D2 . 
The subject matter of claim 1 therefore lacks novelty.
